THE CRISIS. 

There is evidently a full grown crisis 
at Ottawa. Indeed it would not he 
wide ox the mark to say that from a 
crisis it has become an explosion. Just 
what it is all about is not perfectly 
clear. Only a few days ago Foster and. 
Tupper were stumping Montreal Centre 
and Jacques Cartier on behaif of re- 
medial Jegislation, and pledged them- 
selves to it in its most extreme form. 
Now they have resigned from a 
cabinet the premier of which is pledg- 
ed to that legislation, presumably be- 
cause “he wanted to carry out his and 
their pledges. Or it may be for some 
other reason: but if it were for any 
other reason, if they had been honest 
in the pledges they gave fcr remedial leg- 
islation, they would have supported the 
premier in his effurts to pass such leg- 
islaticen, That they have not done so is 
ample justification for the resignation of 
Angers and shows that when he declar- 
ad he had no faith in their promises he 
had not misjudged them. As for the pre- 
mier all mustadmit that whether right 
or wrong he has played a manly and 
straightforward part in this business, 
while the best friends of #oster, Tupper, 
Haggert and Co. cannct call them 
anything but traitors, unless it be 
cowards. Whoever may come out of the 
mess with credit they cannot. The idea 
of bringing Sir Charles Tupper, senior, to 
be premier at the present juncture is 
worthy of such men. A new generation 
of voters has come upon the scene since 
the days of his triumpas. There are 
new men, new methods and nev issues

- to be dealt with. His is not a name 


ora reputation to conjure with, and 
his presence will cnly accelerate and 
accentuate disunion and defeat for 
the party which he would undertake to 
lead. Unless the reports from Ottawa 
are grossiy exaggerated there is no 
possibility of any government being 
formed that will be able to carry 
through the business of the present 
session. We are therefore face to face 
with an immediate dissolution of 
parliament and a gene. 2] election forth- 
with, in which there wii! be a generai 
shaking up of parties, and new men and 
new issues, or new phases of old issues, 
will be pushed to the front. 


THE TRANSVAAL WAR. 

The Transvaal republic, which is the 
scene of the very latest warlike events 
interesting the British Empire, occupies 
i tabe land in the interior-of Sovth 
s\frica 2nd is about 400 miles square. 
A strip of British and Portuguese 
territory lies between it and the coast 
of the Indian ocean. The newly 
acquired British Territory of Matabele 
land bounds it on the north. Behuana 
land, also British, boundsit on the west 
and the Orange river Free state, lying 
between the Transvaal and Capz Colony 
forras its southern boundary. The 
Transvaal and the Orange free atate are 
republics, the inhabitants being, of 
Dutch descent and chiefly ranchers or 
as they are called there Boers. Johan- 
nasberg and thegold fields which are the 
cause of its existence are in the Trans- 
vaal republic and these gold fields have 
caused such an influx of capital and 
immigrants that the foreign population 
in and about Johannasberg far outnum- 
bers the native or Boer population of 
the republic. The wealth in the 
hands of the foreigners is greater in 
proportion to the total wealth of the 
republic than even the foreign popula- 
tion. The government is in the hands 
of the Boers who do not allow foreign- 
ers any political rights, but derive the 
bulk of the revenue of the republic 
from the taxation of the foreigners 
wealth. This condition of affairs has 
been felt to be irksome by the foreign- 
ers who are mostly British subjects. A 
political organization has recently been 
formed amongst them, having for its 
object the securing of political rights 
in. the republic. This organization was 
considered disloyal by the Boer gov- 
evrnment, which assumed 2 threaten- 
ing attitude towards the leaders. As a 
result a letter was sent on Saturday 
Dec. 26th, to Dr.Jameson, commander of 
the forces of the British South African 
company which holds Matabeleland, 


pected exercise of authority by the 
Boer governiaent. In response to the- 
request, and no doubt under the im- 
pression that an armed insurrection had 
breken out in th: T-ansvaal,on Sunday, 
December 28th, Dr. Jameson entered 
theterritory ef the republic with a force 
of about 700 men and marched towards 
Johannasherg. The rising which he 
evidently expected did not take place, 
owing to the division of interest be- 
tween capital avd labor amongst the 
foreigners, the leading capitalist siding 
with the Boer government. Jameson 
was met at Kruegersdorf near Johan- 
nasberg by the Boer forces at four 
o'clock on New Year's day, and de- 
feated with heavy loss, and compelled 
to surrender. The telégrams up to 
Jan, 2nd, donet give the ‘full report of 
the lose of life, but befor2 the surrend- 
er the Boershad 25 wounded 
prisoners including three officers, and 
had buried five corpses. Their force is 
not known, but it was large enough to 
surround Jameson. Reports of the 
2nd say that the South African com- 
pany was mobilizing its forces in 
_Matebele land to suppert Sameson and 
that a force of 800 from the Eritish 
Territory of Bechuana land had entered 
the Transvaal in support of Jamesson’s 
movement and had reached Rusteimberg. 
A force of 1,600 Boers had been sent 
to meet them. The British government 
discounsenances Jameson’s raid, and 
threatens to wichdraw the charter of the 
South Arfican company on account of 
it. The European powers see in it ac 
attempt to aggrandize Britain, and de- 
clare they will not allow Britain to 


annex the Transvaal.

THE SPEECH. 


The speech from the throne at the open- 
ing of pariiament commences by saying 
thet ‘In accordance with the announce- 
ment made during the fast session parlia- 
meat has been summoned somewhat iu 
advance of the usual period.” It congrata- 
lates on the bountiful harvest, increased in. 
dustrial activity, and the extension of min 
ing in British Columbia. It allades to the 
work of the indian department as satis- 
factory and tothe mourted police as being 
indispensible. The following ia tie state- 
ment on the schoel question : 

Immediately after the prerogaticn of 
parliament, my government communicated, 
through the lieutenant-governor of Mani- 
toha, with the government of that province 
in order to ascertain upon what lines the 
local authorities of Manitoba would be pre- 
pared to promote amendments to the acta 
respecting educatior ia schools in that pro- 
vince, and whether any arrangement was 
possible with the Manitoba government 
which would render action by the federal 
parliament in this connection unnecessary. 
I regret to say that the advisers of the lieu- 
tenant-governor have declined to entertain 
favorably these suggestions, thereby render- 
img it necessary for my government in pur- 
suance of its declared poiicy to introduce 
legislation in regard to this subject. The 
papers will be laid before you. 

Announcement is made of the offer of 
assistance by the Imperial government to- 
wards a fast steamship service, between 
Canada and Britain, and of an _ investi- 
gation into the matter of a Pacific cable by 
the same government, The militia are to 
be better armed and Canadian defences 
strengthened. The long promised division

in the following paragraph : 

The growth of population in the North- 
west Territories, as is disclosed by last 
enumeration, calls for additioas} representa- 
tion in parliament. A bill for thie purpose
